Little things that he cannot hold he 
imbeds in wax or carrot, or the pith of 
the elder, and so gets a fingerful that 
may lie grasped and cut.

I>r. Howdler Sharp* gave an Inter- 


esting lecture In Kondon recently on 
bird life. He mentioned the hoatrin 
or reptilian bird, which builds Its nest 
just above the water-line, near lakes 
and rivers; the chicks hare little claws 
or hooks on the end of their unfledged 
wings, with which they can climb np 
out of the flood if it threatens the 
security of the nest. 


This was pointed to as a distinct rep- 


tilian characteristic, probably retained 
by heredity from the remote saurian 
ancestors of the bird race. Equally 
odd were the megapodes or mound- 
builders of the Malayan archipelago, 
which build In place of nests huge 
earthen mounds ten feet high and 
fifty or sixty in circumference, wherein 
,hey place their eggs to incubate. 
The young could fly immediately 


Dr. Sharpe 
surprised his audience with the remark 
that the peacock's gorgeous "tail" Is 
not his tail at all bat an aggregation 
of the long feathers from the lower 
part of the back.
